EVANSTON, 111. O’—One of hu­ 
manity’s oldest riddles — whether 
man’s first duty is to the here or 
the hereafter—today poses a sharp­ 
ened question for churches around 
the globe. 
It is being preached on, studied, 
argued over, read about, analyzed 
and interpreted. 
It is being discussed in Sunday 
Schools and meetings and 
dealt 
with in scholarly papers and mil­ 
lions of words 
in the religious 
press. 
“ If the churches can speak on 
this with one mind, it is possible 
for them to bring guidance—and 
genuine hope—to a bewildered and 
menaced world,” said Bishop J. 
Waskom Pickett, head of India’s 
Methodist Church 
Couched in the phrase, "Christ 
—the hope of the world,” the ques­ 
tion is the theme of the two-week 
assembly of the World Council of 
churches, opening here Sunday. 
“ The theme has stirred a greater 
response than anything in the world 
council’s brief history.” said the 
Rev. Robert S. Bilheimer, the coun­ 
cil’s associate general secretary. 
At the heart of the question is 
whether Christians can hopefully 
fight for justice and goodness in 
tk. 
world, or whether those goals 
afe deemed attainable only in a 
kingdom of God to come. 
Is there any real hope for his­ 
torical progress, however, slow or 
faltering, toward a Godly realm, 
or must man simply await a “ sec­ 
ond coming” ? 
“ We are living in an age in which 
many rash hopes are being pro­ 
posed,” said Dr, Marc Boegner, a 
council co-president and head of the 
Reformed Churches of France. 
“ It is an absolute necessity for 
the 
Christian 
churches 
to 
cut 
through these hollow faiths, and of­ 
fer a new conscience and a true 
value—that Christ is the only hope 
— 
both 
for 
man 
and 
h i s 
community.’ 
Where 
that 
hope 
and 
effort 
should be centered—on this world 
or the next or both—has rent the 
ranks of Christianity since day 
when the apostles thought Jesus 
might usher in paradise at once. 
It has rankled through ages of 
subtle theological debate, flared in­ 
to denominational break-ups, then 
been half forgotten, only to burst 
forth with renewed urgency in the 
modern era of ideological warfare. 
The Scriptures abound w ith hints 
of the mystery: 
“ For now we see as through a 
glass darkly.” 
“ But when that which is perfect 
is come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away.” 
“ There are principles and stand­ 
ards for human society, rooted in 
God’s everlasting will, for which 
men can work,” said Dr. G. K. A. 
Bell, Britain’s bishop of Chichester 
and chairman of the council’s Cen 
tral Committee. 
“ But 
beyond 
man’s 
greatest! 
achievements or even his dreams is I 
the kingdom—a new creation, 
a 
new world.” 
The theme involves complicated i 
nuances of “eschatology” — the j 
“ end of all things” —and to what ex-1 
tent Christian ends can be gained j 
in human 
affairs, 
this 
side 
of 
heaven. 
Because of the subject's com 
plexity and the age-old wrangling 
over it, there have fieen wide fore 
bodings that it might deal the 
churches a sharp setback in their 
quest for a more united front.

Neibuhr. “ is at once too naive for 
a 
sophisticated

Until recently churches seemed 
^•plit geographically about the crux 
of Christian hope — with trouble- 
buffeted Eruopeans eying a “ fu­ 
ture 
kingdom” 
and 
“ activist” 
Americans confidently scraping to 
set the present in order. 
"But 
a 
lot 
has 
happened to 
American thinking.” said Dr. Sam 
uel McCrea Cavert, the council’s 
American secretary, "and a lot has 
happened to 
European 
thinking 
They have cross - fertilized each 
other.” 
Three years of conferetces In 
preparation for the world assembly 
have contributed to a growing ac­ 
cord about the ultimate Christian 
hopes—and vvordly aims. 
"Our hope is anchored in a king­ 
dom that both has come and is 
coming,” said a 32-member coun­ 
cil advisory commission, including 
such famed scholars and theologi­ 
ans as Neibuhr, Europe's 
E a r l 
Barth and poet T. S. Eliot. 
“ If the church is to find com­ 
plete fulfillment, and if earthly ex­ 
istence is to be saved from mean­ 
inglessness,” 
their 
final 
report 
says, “ we must look not only to 
the course of earthly history itself, 
but beyond it.” 
The report, on which the Assem­ 
bly will act, repudiates a theologi­ 
cal pessimism which hopes only for 
the world’s end, and it also warns 
•gainst counting on any worldly 
Utopia and forgetting “ the whole 
world lies under judgment. 
“ God through Jesus Christ has 
entered into the tangled web of hu­ 
man history,” 
the report 
says. 
“ . 
. .We see the gracious power 
of the kingdom already at work 
among men. . . ” 
But “ even if our works fail and

Experts estimate this would ap­ 
ply in 95 per cent of the cases 
where employers contribute to pen­ 
sion or annuity contracts. So the

mercial annuity policies on their 
own. 
There’s one helpful provision in 
the new act. You don’t have to go 
through complex arithmetic to fig­ 
ure how much of your auunity is 
taxable. The insurance company, 
when it starts payments to you, 
will compute your Life expectancy 
I and tell you how much of your 
I annuity income will be taxable. 
Another provision gives a big cut 
I in estate taxes. Under the old law, 
if you paid premiums on a life 
insurance policy, proceeds of the

Your 
survivors paid an estate tax on 
them. But from now on

make the policy irrevocably pay­ 
able to your beneficiary, it is not 
included as part of your taxable 
Astate.
